children of today are being better trained 
in that regard. 
School training also may overcome the 
difficulties of the air. There is no denying 
that the national 
anthem 
has a difficult 
though stirring tune. 
The point is often 
made that its rendition requires a trained 
voice. But in these days nearly every child 
gets some instruction in music in school, 
and if the

authorities insist that 
“The Star Spangled Banner” be sung on all 
appropriate occasions the rising generation 
will get some worthwhile training in it.

WARNING GIVEN 
TO SWIMMERS 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 27.—In 
an effort to 
minimize 
the 
yearly 
death rate of swimmers and canoe­ 
ists, through 
water 
accidents, the 
American Red Cross has issued a list 
of “Don’ts for swimmers and canoe­ 
ists,’* according to Harold J. Matth­ 
ews, executive secretary here. 
The “Don’ts” as made public by 
Mr. Matthew’s follow’: 
Don’ts for swimmers: 
“Don't 
swim on 
a full stomach. 
(W alt at least tw'o hours after eat­ 
ing). 
“Don’t go swimming if overheated 
or tired. 
“Don’t continue swimming when 
exhausted. 
(Rest on your back and 
then swim ashoie). 
“Don’t swim lf you have heart 
trouble. 
“Don’t 
dive 
without 
accurate 
knowledge of the depth of the water. 
“Don’t struggle if caught in a swift 
current or undertow—keep cool. (The 
force of the current will bring you to 
the surface; then w’ork in toward the 
shore). 
“Don’t wade Into the water with 
arms above the head. 
(You will not 
be ready to stroke if you step into 
a hole.) 
“Don’t lean backward when wading 
into the water. (Alwrays be ready to 
fall forward). 
“Don’t fight or struggle to swim if 
you swallow’ water. (Clear the wind­ 
pipe of water first). 
“Don’t get excited. 
“Don’t fail to learn life saving and 
resuscitation methods. 
(Be capable 
of saving yourself or your compan­ 
ions). 
“Don’t cry for help in fun. 
(You 
may sometime need help and not get 
It). 
“Don’t go swimming alone.** 
Don’ts for Canoeists. 
••Don’t try canoeing without some 
instruction in paddling and swim­ 
ming. 
“Don’t stand up or change seats 
unless ready to swim out. 
(Many 
deaths result from this). 
“Don’t try to s~are your compan­ 
ions by rocking the canoe.” 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—The dis 
missal of Arthur Powell Davis as Di­ 
rector of United States Reclamation 
Service in the Department of the In­ 
terior was effected by private power 
companies of Colorado and Califor­ 
nia, acording to engineers who are 
investigating the forced resignation 
of this eminent 
authority, 
whose 
name has been linked with reclama­ 
tion work since its inception. 
It developed yesterday that 
en­ 
gineers and members 
of Congress 
from Western States familiar 
with 
the work of Davis have started an 
inquiry w’hich is expected to end in 
a congressional investigation. Infor­ 
mation already at hand show’s that 
these 
powerful 
power 
companies 
nave sought for more than two years 
to get rid of Davis because of his 
recommendation that 
th© govern­ 
ment build a dam in the Colorado 
River and prevent several big power 
companies using this power. 
The opposition to Davis appeared 
immediately upon his insisting that 
this unharnessed power of the Colo­ 
rado Elver be controlled by the Fed­ 
eral Governement. 
One of the lead­ 
ing opponents to Davis was Senator 
Phipps of Colorado, a friend and po­ 
litical adviser of Secretary Work. 
The opposition to Davis, said to 
have been festered by the 
power 
companies, became so pronounced 
two years ago that the then Secre­ 
tary of the Interior, Fall, was about 
to heed their protests. 
Before he 
did so, a propaganda was started in 
the West, and this proved to be such 
a boomerang that Fall did not at­ 
tempt to dismiss the reclamation di­ 
rector after scores of members of 
Congress from 
reclamation 
states 
protested against such proposed ac­ 
tion. 
Davis has been in the government 
service for nearly forty years. 
He 
was an engineer in the reclamation 
service for twenty-one 
years, 
and 
since 1914 had been director of the 
service. 
During his administration 
all the large dams were built, such 
as the Roosevelt, the Elephant and 
the Shoshone.

in 
developing

semi-automobile 
shoulder rifle to replace the regular 
service magazine guns. Recent dem­ 
onstration tiring with the latest post 
war model, tho Garand serai-automat 
ic, at the Aberdeen, Md., 
proving 
grounds, has convinced many of the 
officers that they are on the road to 
the long sought solution of the prop­ 
er weapon for the infantry. 
The Garand, named after its in­ 
ventor, John (J. Garand, long employ­ 
ed at the Springfield arsenal, is one 
of numerous semi-automatics 
with 
which army experts have been work­ 
ing. 
It I? approximately the same 
size and weight as the army stand­ 
ard Springfield magazine action rifle 
with w’hich all American forces are 
equipped, said to be the most effec­ 
tive military rifle in the world. The 
Sprint fields, with operation of the 
bolt action necessary to reload 
for 
each shot has a maximum rate of 
fire of about 25 shots a minute, while 
j (he Garand developed a speed of 
I sixty shots a minute during the fir­ 
ing at Aberdeen. 
In many respects 
I the new gun is an exact counter­ 
part of the 1903 Springfield and it 
j is lighter than the modified Enfield 
| produced in quantity 
during 
the 
I war. 
The automatic device applies 
only to the breech action for the 
purpose of ejei ting shells in re-load­ 
ing. 
IT is necessary to pull the trig­ 
ger each time to fire. 
Of the tests 
at Aberdeen a war department mem­ 
orandum says: 
| 
“This gun was fired with great 
sucess and it at once became a mat­ 
ter of great interest to those who 
are watching it because of its possi­ 
bilities for rapid, accurate and sus­ 
tained 
firing 
from 
the 
shoulder, 
though being at the same time a 
light, portable gun w’hich can 
be 
carried without fatigue to the Indi­ 
vidual soldiers.” 
At another point the memorandum 
said the performance of the Garand 
under severe tests as to endurance 
promised “to fulfill the many 
re­ 
quirements that wrill be imposed up­ 
on it, and the conclusion was reach­ 
ed.** 
Results thus far, “justify the 
belief that such a weapon (a semi­ 
automatic shoulder rifle) 
can 
be 
suitably developed and manufactur­ 
ed to replace well known magazine 
feed, hand operated shoulder rifle.”

agent at the time they were fired on 
at Hoop’s Spur. near Elaine, the ini­ 
tial act of lawlessness which precipi­ 
tated the disorder.

SUPERINTENDENT IS 
TO BE RETAINED 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. .June 27. 
—The section of 
the 
Educational 
Committee report of 
the 
Constitu­ 
tional Convention, which would have 
abolished the office of State Super­ 
intendent of Schools 
and 
provided 
for the creation of a state board of 
education, composed of six members, 
who would have had power to ap­ 
point a state commissioner of educa­ 
tion, was defeated by the convention 
late yesterday after lengthy debate. 
Opponents of the section declared 
that if the section had been adopt­ 
ed it would have deprived’the voters 
of the state from electing a state 
school head and would have vested 
this power in the proposed education 
commission of six. 
The convention also adopted, by a 
vote of 26 to 15, a section proposed 
by C. H. McClure of Johnson county 
providing that “neither the state or 
any 
political 
subdivision 
thereof 
shall ever give any financial assist­ 
ance to any religious sect or to any 
sectarian educational institution.”

years during the seasons just follow- 
ing wheat harvest, according to the 
statement.

close observation on the movements 
of the fly throughout the state; the 
amount of damage it does, and to 
verify, or revise, the fly free date for 
each locality, the statement conclud­ 
ed.
